WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—A mid- 
April adjournm ent of congress, after 
appropriating $2,000,000,000 more for 
relief and possible consideration of 
$500,000,000 in new tax legislation, 
was rumored on Capitol Hill today 
in the wake of the swift passage of 
the Neutrality Act. 
The old temporary Neutrality Act, 
strengthened by a ban on private 
American loans to warring foreign 
nations, 
was 
enacted 
by

branches of congress in two days. 
It was to go to the White House dur­ 
ing the day for President Roosevelt’s 
signature. 
Administration leaders had feared 
a two-weeks’ discussion of the ques­ 
tions involved in protecting Amer­ 
ican neutrality during foreign wars. 
Quite the contrary, both house and 
senate speeded enactm ent of the 
temporary law\ to last until May 1, 
1937, without wasting a m inute of 
debate.

compromise of a highly controversial 
question was regarded as reflecting 
the desire of members to keep the 
present session short. 
This senti­ 
m ent was echoed by adm inistration 
leaders, who would like to send con­ 
gress home early in view of the pri­ 
maries this summer and elections 
next fall.

Yet, imagine a start made on a 
registration system ! 
Any alien with a job would be 
open to attack by others, who wan­ 
ted his job, As an alien. 
He would claim American birth, of 
course—and birth certificates are 
too recent in this land to make the 
question easy to proof either way. 
He probably could not establish his 
case, but a case could be established 
against him. 
For example. I couldn’t prove, nor 
could my wife prove, where we were 
born. Doubtless we would be ac­ 
cepted as Americans, but we have a 
daughter, born abroad.

without

AN UNPOPULAR SYSTEM

State Allocations Are Made 
For Relief During Com­ 
ing Month 


APPROPRIATIONS TO 
EXPIRE ON MAY 31

HARRISBURG, Feb. 19.—Any 
hope of averting a special ses­ 
sion 
of 
the 
legislature 
this 
spring was generally minimized 
today in the light of continued 
heavy relief rolls and the poss­ 
ible exhaustion of relief funds 
within the next two months. 
Seriousness of the financial sit­ 
uation 
in 
relief 
adm inistration 
t hroughout the state became appar­ 
ent when it was learned the alloca­ 
tion for March would cut funds 
available for relief during April and 
May to less than $10,000,000. 
Re­ 
lief costs in previous months have 
been averaging well above $7,000- 
000 and adm inistrative expenses are 
e x a c te d to rise during March. 
The state emergency relief board 
approved an allocation for March 
totalling $7.887.540.17. An unexpect­ 
ed February balance, relief officials 
estimated, will bring the actual cost 
during March down to $7.532,000. 
Appropriation Expires May 31 
On the basis of that figure, $9,- 
500,000 would be left to carry the 
relief load during April and May. 
The original relief appropriation of 
$60.000,000 was for one year, and 
expires next May 31. At the present 
rate of relief casts, it was apparent, 
th a t appropriation will be used up 
long before the deadline. 
“Just what the effect of the fin­ 
ancial situation will be. I can’t say 
just now,” Karl De Schweinitz, state 
relief director, said. 
“We are hop­ 
ing the Goodrich advisory committee 
on relief will have a recommeda- 
tion for us by the next meeting on 
M arch 17.” 
T hat committee was organized by 
Gov. George H. Earle to study the 
state’s relief condition and submit a 
rejiort as to future procedure. 
Meanwhile, a study of the direct 
relief rolls over the past weeks re­ 
vealed the decline in cases has not 
measured up to expectations. On the 
first of the year, the SERB reported 
776,898 persons on the state’s re­ 
lief rolls. On February 8, th at total 
was still above 700,000 persons. Net 
reductions in the rolls dropped off 
week after week as adverse weather 
condtions increased the relief load 
and private industry failed to ab­ 
sorb as many workers as officials 
had hoped.

Final settlem ent of the estate of 
James B. Rumstay, which has given 
the county commissioners consider­ 
able trouble, was made in a decree 
of distribution by Judge W. W alter 
Braham today.

Finland Favored. 
The idea now’ seems to be th a t the 
European nations, controlling m any 
| votes, are of a m ind to gang-up be- 
i hind Finland, th e gang-up being a 
standard Olympic event in which 
everybody takes part, especially in j 
the skullduggery. In technical term s, j 
they call it throw ing the sk u lld u g -: 
gery, but it also can be passed, sa y ,; 
like a buck, or rolled, after the m an- j 
ner of a seafarer. 
Anyhow’, 
the 
continent 
seems 
agreed for once on the Europe-f or - 
Europe idea or m e-for-m yself and. 
besides, they don’t like the trolley 
fare to Tokyo. 
May Go To Rome. 
“They feel,’' says Ferris, “th a t the 
Olympic games should be held at 
least twice in a European city before 
again going outside the continent. 
It cost them a great deal of money 
to go to Los Angeles in 1932 and 
some of them haven’t fully recovered 
yet. 
“In addition, there is Rome to 
think of. 
I t was a bidder for the 
1936 games and most certainly de­ 
serves recognition.’’ 
Personally, I ’m not so quick on the 
latch string as I used to be, but m ay­ 
be I ’m beginning to get it. Helsing­ 
fors in 1940, Rome in 1944. Tokyo? 
It looks as though they’ll all be 
there along about the first of next 
1950.
